VIENNA,  via  London,  Dec.  7. — The 
following  official  communication  was 
Issued  today: 

"Italian  front— The  situation  is  un. 
changed,  no  lighting  of  ImporUnce  hav> 
Ing    taken    place. 

"Souihaastern  front— South  of  Plevlje 
wcTepulsad  Montenegrin  attacks.  South 
of  Novlpaaar  we  captured  another  1,800 
prisoners. 

"The  district  east  of  Ipek  was  the 
scene  yesterday  of  further  heavy  light- 
Ing,  the  enemy  baing  everywhere  re- 
pulsed. Sarly  today  we  penetrated  into 
Ipek.  and  the  Oulgariana  occupied 
Djakova. 

"Ths  Austrian  cruiser  Novara,  with 
some  destroyers,  on  December  7.  sark 
at  San  Giovanni  de  Medua  three  lar?e 
■nd  two  small  steamers  and  five  larjre 
and  several  small  sailing  vessels  while 
Ihey  were  discharging  war '  supplle*. 
One  steamer  was  blown  up.  Our  flo- 
tilla was  bombarded  very  heavily  from 
land  by  about  twenty  guns,  but  without 
atteeaaa.  / 

"Our  warahipn  destroyed  the  French 
submarine  Freshnot  and  captured  the 
oonunander,  the  second  officer,  and 
twsaty-six  men. 

"On  the  night  of  November  23,  our 
flotlHa^aank  an  Italian  steamer,  armed 
with  three  guna,  and  an  Italian  mo«or 
saltlnc  vesael.  which  was  fully  loaded 
and  en  route  from  Brlndlsl  for  Duraaao. 
The  survivors  of  the  steamer.  Including 
four  marines,  were  captured,  and  the 
crew  of  the  motor  sailing  vessel  wera 
Mieasad   In  their  amall   boata"

LONDON,  Dec.  7.— Referring  to  tha 
criticism  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  forea 
detailed  to  advance  on  Bagdad,  tha 
Marquis  of  Crewe,  Lord  President  of  the 
Council,  said  in  the  House  of  Lrfirds 
this  afternoon  that  this  was  due  to  a 
misapprehension.  The  force  at  the  dis- 
posal of  General  Townsend,  he  aald, 
was  considerably  larger  than  a  dfvl- 
sion.  and  was  believed  by  competent 
authorities  to  be  sufficient  for  the  task 
assigned   to   It 

Jt  was  also  a  misapprehension  to  say 
that  this  was  a  raah  military  adven- 
ture, continued  Lord  Crewe,  as  It  was 
clear  to 'everybody  that  the  early  cap- 
ture of  Bagdad.  If  It  ebuld  bo  effected. 
would  have  great  results  on  the  war, 
niMl  at  aniy.  mlHf  nr  ■— iilts..  ■ 

The  force  set  apart  for  the  purpose 
was  by  universal  and  competent  opinion 
considered  large  enough.  It  was  evident 
that  the  troops  behaved  splendidly,  but 
the  task  proved  bigger  than  was  an- 
ticipated. 

Baron  Sydenham  believed  the  one 
bright  spot  In  "this  very  dark  pictura" 
was  tha  manner  In  whluh  General 
Townsend's  forces  fought  at  Cteslphon. 
The  stand  against  greatly  superior 
forces  and  the  capture  of  1,400  prison- 
ers, he  declared,  was  a  very  fine  feat. 

Baron  Sydenham  emphasized  the  fact 
that  the  force  consisted  largely  of  In- 
dian troops,  and  praised  Oaneral  Town- 
send,  who  waa  wise  In  retiring  when  ha 
found  overwhelming  forcea  against  him 
and  saving  his  own  men  from  a  very 
great  disaster.

CONSTANTINOPLR,  Dec.  7.— An  offi- 
clal  sUtement  issued  by  the  War  Olllee 
today  says:  . 

"On  the  Irak  front  on  December  4 
our  troops  approached  Kiit-el-Amara. 
The  same  night  strong  daUchments  re- 
connoitred on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Tigris  and,  assisted  by  the  sudden  fir- 
ing,  attacked    the   enemy   positions. 

"On  the  6th  our  artillery  bombarded 
enemy  positions  In  the  neighborhood  of 
Ki^t-el-Amara.  Our  columns,  which  had 
advanced  east  of  Kut-el-Amara,  direct- 
ed thair  ftr«  against  transport  vessels 
and  two  monitors.  One  monitor  was 
set  afire  and  two  vessels  captured,  be. 
sides  two  more  freight  vesisels." 


OFFICERS  WOUNDED 


PARIS.' Dec.  7.— The  following  official 
communication   waa   issued   tonight: 

"in  Belgium  our  artillery.  In  concert 
with  the  Belgian  artillery,  shelled  an 
enemy  work  in  the  region  of  ilet  Sbh. 
The  work  was  completely  deHtroyeU  and 
two  munition  depots  were  blown  ui>. 

"In  Artols  tlie  artillery  engagement 
became  more  pronounced  In  the  course 
of  the  day.  The  bombardment  waa  vio- 
lent on  both  sidos  in  the  rt-Kion  of 
Uivcnch}',  to  the  north  of  the  Hoin-en- 
llache.  where  fighting  with  lari;e  bombs 
took  place.  In  tlie  sector  of  the  road 
from  Lni«  OUf  artillery — surccHsfulIy 
shelled  the  enemy's  underground  pas 
sages.  In  the  Somme  district  patrol 
fighting  to  our  advantage  Is  reported. 

"In  Champagne  the  action  continued 
for  the  possession  of  the  advancred 
trenches  to  the  south  of  Stouplet.  Our 
counter-attacks  have  already  enabled  us 
to  regain  a  large  part  of  the  lost  sec- 
tion. One  local  attack  of  slight  import- 
ance has  occurred  to  the  east  of  the 
Butte  de  Souain. 

"The  Belgian  official  communication 
reads: 

"  'Resides  effective  shelllnK  of  the 
enemy  groups  to  the  north  and  south  of 
DIxmude,  our  batteries  bombarded  the 
German  trenches  In  the  direction  of 
Woumen,  In  retaliation  for  the  employ- 
ment by  the  enemy  of  shells  containing 
Irritating  gases. 

"'Positive  Indications  pennlt  of  the 
conclusion  that  the  extensive  Inundation 
in  the  region  of  the  Yser  Canal  has 
caused  great  difficulty  to  the  opposing 
troops,  who  have  abandoned,  pnder  the 
menace  of  the  water,  a  great  number 
of   their  advance  works,' "

Kqually  un- 
successful were  enemy  attempts  to  at- 
tack our  troop.i  near  Kayloverr.  and 
Pyschkovtjse,  In  the  Bucsacs:  region. 
West  of  I^ke  Sventen  and  south  of  the 
Vlllya.  near  Tsebroff,  northwest  of  Tar- 
nopol,  our  scouting  parties  carried  out 
successful  reconnaissances.

sula wh.re.  according  to  Turkish  ac- 
counts, the  Allies  havo  taken  the  of- 
fensive, and  In  Belgium  and  Prance, 
where.,  reporta  trow  liollaAd  say.  the 
Germanti  have  concentrated  strong  reln- 
fortements  and  an  immense  amount  of 
artillerj-  with  the  object  of  striking  n 
blow  at  the  Allied  line  In  Flanders  and 
Artols. 

idxcept  in  Serbia,  the  battles  have  not 
developed  beyond  the  preliminary 
Htage,  so  far  an  ia  known,  the  artillery 
alone  on  the  different  fronts  being  ac- 
tive. Along  the  Vardar-Semia-Karanu 
front  in  Serbia,  the  Bulgarians  havo  al- 
leady  commenced  their  attack  against 
the  Anglo-French,  and  it  is  reported 
that  the  German,  army  of  General  von 
Gallwitz  tias  been  reorganised  and  re- 
inforced and  is  marching  south  to  take 
part  in  the  operations.  It  Is  evidently 
the  Intention  of  the  Germans  to  strike 
hard  before  the  Allies,  who  continue  to 
land  troops  at  Salonica,  have  completed 
their    preparations. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  Germans  have 
40.000  men  available.  There  Is  no  Indi- 
cptlon  of  the  Bulgarian  or  the  Anglo- 
French  strength,  hut  one  report  says 
th.-tt  five  Allied  divisions  (nearly  100.- 
000  men)  have  been  landed  thus  far. 
The  battle,  therefore,  will  be  one  of 
the    greatest    Importance. 

AccordInK  to  the  French,  all  the  Bul- 
garian attacks  have  been  repulsed,  but 
the  Germans  claim  that  the  French 
were  compelled  to  give  up  their  posi- 
tions at  the  Junction  of  the  Vardar  and 
Cerna   rivers  to   avoid   being  enveloped. 

The  situation  for  the*  Allies  Is  com- 
plicated by  the  attitude  of  the  Greek 
Government.  The  negotiations  at 
Athens  hsve  not  yet  reached  a  satis- 
factory conclusion,  and  although,  the 
Greek  King  has  reaffirmed  his  neutral- 
ity and  repeated  his  assurant^es  that 
(ireek  troops  will  never  attack  the  Al- 
lies, the  situation  still '  causes  great 
anxiety. 

The  .\ustrisns  continue  their  offen- 
sive against  the  Montenegrins  and  Ser- 
bians, and  are  following  the  Serbs  into 
Albania,  where  tbe  retreat  Is  ren- 
dered difficult  owing  to  the  cold  and 
the  bad  roads.  There  are  said  to  be 
100,000  Serbian  troops  snd  20,000  refu- 
gees In  .Mbania,  and  it  is  reported  that 
the  Serbians  are  taking  with  them  40.- 
000  Austrian  prisoners.

LONDON,  Dec.  7.— The  Pope's  appeal 
for  speedy  peace  at  the  Consistory  Ik 
recognized  by  leading  British  Catholics 
as  utterly  futile.  They  describe  it  as 
an  admirable  coup  d'epec  dans  I'eau. 
Father  Barnard  Vaughan,  the  JcmuU 
priest.  In  a  sermon  at  Farm  Street 
churcli  yesterday,  said  the  Knglisn 
Catholics  could  not  lay  down  the  sword 
until  the  forces  of  barbarism  and  irre- 
liglon  had  been  routed,  and  suggcslod 
that  apy  move,  from  whatever  source, 
for  an  Inconclusive  peace,  would  ob- 
Uln  little  hearing. 

Tha  relaaua  by  tba  British  Foreign 
Olllce  of  the  text  of  the  five  powejs' 
declaration  is'  taken  as  a  reply  in  ad- 
vance to  any  peace  overtures  that  may 
be   set  afoot. 

Chief  interest  Is  felt  here  In  the  com- 
ing discussion  In  the  Reichstag.  The 
Imperial  Cl)anr;cllor  is  expected  on 
Thursday  neat  to  reply  to  the  Socialista' 
interpellation  on  Germany's  poaee 
terms.  Even  more  Important  than  the 
Chancellor's  statement,  perhaps,  will  bo 
the  debate.  At  any  rate,  some  frank 
speaking  Is  hot  unlikely,  if  signs  ar^ 
not  altogether  ,  misleading.  But  will 
there  be  a  proper  report?  Already  tho 
Vorwaerts  has  complained  of  the  cen- 
soring of  reports  of  this  session  of  the 
Imperial  Reichstag.  A  similar  censor- 
•ship  obtains  over  the  state  parliaments, 
for  tho  Vorwaerts  publishes  a  protest 
by  the  Saxon  Socialists  against  the  un- 
constitutional action  of  the  government 
of  Saxony  in  forbidding  reports  of  dis- 
cussion in  the  landtag. 

The  Soclallat  interpellation  puts  tba 
question  whether  the  imperial  Chancel- 
lor Is  in  a  position  to  inform  the  house 
as  to  tlie  conditiojiii  under  which  he 
would  be  inclined  to  start  negotiations 
for  peace.  It  will  be  moved  by  Herr 
ScheldematMi. 

Already  quite  a  storm  lias  been  caused 
by  thia  Socialist  action.  The  reaction- 
ary press  unanimous!}'  d<*nounces  the 
interpellation.  More  significant  is  thii 
fact  that  the  great  Liberal  papers  ara 
not  at  all  hostile.  The  Berliner  Tage- 
blatt.  which  ts  the  great  middle  class 
and  business  organ  of  the  German  em- 
pire, almost  welcomes  it.  "For  our 
part,"  Is  says,  "  we  can  sea  no  ||eal 
reason  why  such  sn  Important  question 
should  not  be  put  to  the  Imperial  Chan- 
cellor, nor  why  the  Imperial  Chancellor 
should  not  answer  It.  Can  It  be  ob- 
jected that  any  such  pronouncement 
might  be  Interpreted  In  enemy  countries 
aa  a  sign  of  weakness?  The  military 
position  of  Germany  and  her  allies  Is 
so  strong  that  it  U  all  one  what  the 
Entente  press  might  say."

Sir  Richard  McBride  Says

Solution  to  Problem  of  In-

Sir  nichard  McBrldc  said  yesterday 
that  the  Provincial  Government  was  in 

sBesslon  of  a  'vagt  amount  of — dstar 
contributed  by  the  many  people  in  the 
Province  who  are  interesting  them- 
eclves  in  the  matter  of  attempting  to 
solve  the  problem  of  inadequate  ton- 
nage available  for  the  use  of  British 
Columbia  shippers.  Various  proposals 
have  ticen  presented  for  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  ehipbullding  programme,  and. 
the  Premier  hopes  to  be  in  a  position 
In  the  course  of  a.  few  days  to  make  a 
reply  to  the  representations  that  have 
been  made  to  him. 

Sir  Richard  McBride  pointed  out  that 
the  problem  was  one  which  bristled 
with  difHcuItiee,  but  intimated  that  he 
was  not  without  hope  that  some  satis- 
factory solution  would  be  found.  One 
of  the  considerations  which  presented 
something  of  an  obstacle  was  that  if 
the  Province  aided  the  industry  it 
could  not  exercise  any  Jurisdiction  over 
the  vessels  once  they  had  left  these 
porta,  the.  matter  of  control  being  In 
the  hands  of  the  Federal  Government, 
through  the  navigation  laws  of  Canada 
and  by  international  regulations.  How- 
ever, this  waa  probably  but  a  small 
matter.  It  had  been  pointed  out  to 
him,  on  the  other  hand,  that  if  the  op- 
portunities for  trade  for  ahipn  which 
would  thus  be  provided  were  as  great  as 
thoae  who  advocated  Provincial  assist- 
ance had  argued  that  private  enter- 
prise would  lonK  ago  have  taken  the 
matter  up.  Seaborne  commerce  waa 
essentially  a  matter  for  either  private 
or  national  enterprise,  or  both,  and  the 
Instances  were  rare,  he  believed,  whore 
a  Province,  of  Us  own  initiative,  had 
embarked  upon  auch  an  enterprise. 
The  Goaemment  was,  however,  giving 
the  matter  the  most  earnest  considera- 
tion and  would  strain  every  effort  to 
devise  ways  and  means  to  relieve  the 
Province  from  the  very  great  dis- 
ability under  which  it  rested  at  the 
preaent  time  In  th«^  matter  of  In- 
adequate  tonnage. 

The  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  la 
taking  the  Initiative  In  aummonlng  a 
conference  of  the  Coast  boards  of  trade, 
at  a  date  to  be  announced  later,  to  deal 
with  the  problem  of  shipbuilding.

7.— The  actlvlilcs 
of  Labor'a  National  Paaea  Council  la 
attrriag  up  atrlkaa  la  war  munitions 
tectorlea  engagad  on  coatracta  for  tbo 
AlUsa  continued  undar  Investigation  here 
today  by  the  federal  grand  Jury.  The 
tact  that  the  oouocll  Is  balag  inyaati- 
gatad  was  announced  by  tJnited  States 
District  Attoraay  Marahall.  who  aald 
ba  had  reoaived  Information  that  tha 
orvanlaatlon  had  bean  financed  with 
numey  fumisbed  through  David  lAmar 
bjr^  Krana  von  Rlatalen.  a  Oarman  now 
h«ld  a  prisoner  by  the  British. 

Tha  grand  Jury'a  ln<iulry  Into  the  con- 
duct of  tha  p^aee  council  began  last 
weak  after  tha  arrival  here  of  William 
F.  Kramer,  of  CHileagd.  an  official  of 
tha  laternatlonal  Brotbarbood  of  Black- 
amltlis.  and  formerly  vlea-preaident  of 
tha  council,  and  of  C«  If.  Canodc,  a 
Chicago  printer,  who  flllad  printing  con- 
traeta  tor  tha  eounelL  The  avldance 
tbay  gave  haa  not  been  dlaclosed  here. 

Tha  organisation  of  labor's  National 
Peace  Council  waa  announced  In  Wash- 
ington laat  year.  Ita  headquar  tars  was 
In  Chicago, 

Jacob  C.  Taylor,  of  East  Orange, 
N.  J.,  now  president  of  the  council, 
asid  after  Mr.  Marshall's  statement  had 
1>ecome  public  that  he  welcomed  a 
Federal  Investigation  of  the  council's 
acUvlties.  and  that  It  had  been  a  factor 
la  keeping  tha  United  States  out  of 
tha  Xiuropean  war. 

It  la  reported  that  the  rrand  Jury 
haa  aubpoenaed  the  records  of  a  bank 
and  a  hotel  in  Washington,  D.  C,  In 
an  effort  to  trace  the  expense  accounts 
of  the  peace  council,  which  it  Is  said 
sometimes  met  In  a  Waahington   hotel. 

DlKtrlct  Attorney  Marshall  declared 
today  that  F*ran«  voS  Rintelen.  the 
Oerman  agent,  who  )s  accused  of  hav-' 
Ing  come  to  this  country  armed  with 
a  large  corruption  fund  to  incite 
strikes  In  munitions  factories,  and  who 
flnanced  Labor'^  National  Pence  Coun- 
cil, now  tinder  Investigation,  was 
"double-crossed"  by  the  labor  men  he 
tried  to  corrupt. 

Mr.  Marshall  said  that  drnplte  the 
expenditure  of  several  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  von  Rlntelen  failed  to 
accomplish  his  mission  in  any  effective 
manner.'  He  gave  the  major  credit  for 
von  Rlntelen's  failure  to  .  the  stand 
taken  by  high  officials  in  labor  organisa- 
tiona. 

"Rlntelen  succeeded  in  corrupting  only 
some  subordinates,"  Mr.  Marshall  aald, 
"and  he  was  beautifully  double-cr<^ssed.

INSISTS  UPON  STILL 

FiTHER  REDUm 

\    

Civic  Retrenchment  Associa- 
tion Determines  to  Press  for 
Substantial  Cut  in  Civic 
Expenditures  in  1916. 


While  giving  credit  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil for  the  reductions  which  last  year 
were  made  in  civio  outlays,  chiefly,  it 
was  claimed,  because  of  representations

trenchment  Association,  at  Its  annual 
meeting  last  ulght,  went  on  record  as 
strongly  favoring  atiU  further  curtail- 
ment in  civic  outlays.  Its  demands 
a'ere  set  forth  in  a  resolution  moved  by 
Mr.  H.  Chapman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  R. 
Williams,  and  unanimouHly  adopted  as 
follows: 

"That  whereas  a  large  amount  of 
taxes  were  unpaid  In  1914;  and  whereas 
it  is  extremely  probable  that  a  still 
larger  amount  of  this  year's  taxes  re- 
main unpaid  in  spite  of  the  date  for 
payment  being  extended  two  months 
from  the  due  date,  and  in  vieAr  of  the 
poor  results  obtained  at  the  tax  sale 
recently  held:  and  whereas  the  city  In- 
debtedness being  over  115,000,000,  re- 
quires some  1728,000  for  interest  and 
sinking  fund  annually,  which  is  a  great 
burden  on  the  taxpayers  that  must  in 
any  case  be  borne,  and  in  view,  of  the 
fact  that  the  appeals  to  the  courts 
against  the  assessment  of  last  year 
were  upheld;  and  that,  therefore.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  assessment  must  be 
loa-ered  In  the  coming  year,  and  the  an- 
sessable  value  greatly  reduced;  and 
whereas  It  appears  that  the  civic  esti- 
mates for  1918  are  apparently  being 
prepared  without  making  adequate  re- 
ductions to  meet  the  present  crisis; 

"B«  It  resolved  by  this  association  in 
general  meeting  assembled,  tlj^t  in  the 
opinion  of  this  association  it  is  the 
absolute  duty  of  the  Mayor  and  alder- 
men to  at  once  largely  reduce  the  ex- 
penses of  city  government,  and  of  the 
School  Board  to  reduce  the  cost,  of  ed- 
ucation by  cutting  down  all  possible  ex- 
penses and  reducing  salaries,"  commenc- 
ing by  doing  away  for  the  time  being 
of  the  salaries  of  the  aldermen,  and  the 
reduction  of  that  of  the  Mayor  to  what 
it  w'as  in   former  years." 

Oflloara   Blaetad 

About  sixty  members  of  t^e  associ- 
ation were  in  attendance  and  the  pres- 
ence of  Mayor  Stewart  and  Aldermen 
McNeill  and  Dilworth  was  taken  ad- 
vantage of  to  get  answers  to  questions 
touching  upon  civic  finances.  Mr.  F.  J. 
O'Reilly,  retiring  president,  presided  and 
submitted  a  short  report  of  the  past 
fear's  work  of  the  association.  Officers 
were  elected  as  follbws:  President,  Mr. 
F.  J.  O'Reilly:  vice-president,  Mr.  Keith 
Wilson;  treasurer,  Mr.  K.  Moore;  exec- 
utive committee,*  Messrs.  C.  Hayward, 
T.  Shotbolt,  John  Dean,  H.  J.  Saunders 
and  Andrew  Qrey. 

Speeches  by  Messrs.  Chapmah,  Bevan 
and  others  emphasized  the  imperative 
necessity  of  retrenchment  so  that  tax- 
ation might  be  reduced,  otherwise,  they 
propheslsed,  property  owners  would  b« 
unable  to  aava  their  holdings.  The 
school  trustees  came  in  for  some  criti- 
cism. One  speaker  declared  it  to  be  a 
pity  that  the  terms  of  the  trustees  did 
not  permit  the  whole  board  being  turned 
out  at  the  forthcohiing  election  anCjis- 
aarted  that  the  representations  mlkde 
last  year  by  the  association  to  the  board 
looking  towards  retrenchment  had  been 
Ignored. 

The  troubles  which  the  City  Council 
had  In  making  ends  meet  in  view  of  the 
legacy  left  It  by  previous  councils  was 
outlined  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
McNeill  and  Dllworth,  the  two  first 
named  quoting  figures  to  show  what 
had  been  done,  and  how.  for  the  next 
yaar,  the  policy  of  strict  retrenchment 
would   be   followed. 

Criticism  of  the  high  salaiies  paid  to 
the  city  engineer  and  other  ofllcials  was 
made,  but  Mayor  Stewart  declared  the 
engineer  had  saved  the  city  large 
amounts  and  Alderman  McNeill  showed 
that  out  of  the  estimated  outlay  of 
|1,S»*,000  for  next  year  shout  11,260,000 
waa  for  expenditure  over  which  the  city 
had  little  or  no  control,  vis.,  fixed 
ebarges,  school  board,  police  and  fire 
department. 

Mr.  F>  I.,andsbeig  quoted  '  aUtlstics 
prepared  by  himself  to  show  the  per 
capita  cost  of  civic  administration  here 
la  much  higher  than  In  Spokane  or  Win< 
nipeg  and  urged  the  ne«d  of  still  fur- 
ther curtailment. 

'Some  speakers  rrilicized  the  action 
taken  by  former  rounrils  in  respect  to 
expenditures  which  the  citixens  them- 
selves had  authorised,  but  the  gathering 
eaded  with  expressions  of  satisfaction 
tkai  the  Council  last  year  had  siren  fit 
ta  lead  the  representations  af  tha  as- 
■adatlon  and  of  expectation  that  still 
more  in  that  direction  would  be  done.

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Board  of  Trade  Will  Memorial- 
ize Dominion  Government 
and  Point  Out  Advantages 
Possessed  by  Victoria. 


Arguments  In  favor  of  the  establish- 
ment  of  an  aviation  school  in  Victoria 
were  brought  up  yesterday  at  a  meeting 
of  the  council  of  the  Board  of  Trada. 
when  Mr.  William  Biakemore.  president 
of  the  Victoria  Aero  Club,  explained  why 
this  olty  should  be  con^i^ered  the  most 
suitable  location  In  Canada  for  such  an 
Institution. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  A.  W.  McCurdy. 
vice-president  of  the  Aero  Club,  who  has 
taken  an  active  Interest  In  the  agitation 
for  a  s'T^ool  here,  was  read.  The  letter 
was  as  follows: 

"Vour  board  Is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  decision  of  the  Ottawa  authorities 
to  send  boys  who  desfre  to  become  avi- 
ators to  England  wan  announced  at  Ot- 
tawa on  or  about  November  SS.  while 
Colonel  C.  r.  Burke,  the  expert  of  the 
Koyal  Flying  Corps  who  has  recently 
visited  Victoria,  was  passing  through 
the  snow  and  Ice  of  the  prairie  country, 
and  that  when  he  arrived  here  he  was 
surprised  to  And  that  the  climate  of  Vic- 
toria was  different.  However,  he  still 
clung  to  his  opinion  that  tlie  two  hun- 
dred flying  boys  should  go  to  England, 
but  he  hinted  that  If  Victoria  wanted 
the  school  It  was  up  to  the  Victoria 
people   to   make  a   move   in    the   matter. 

"Statistics  from  the  weather  bureau 
(Mr.  Deniaon)  will  establish  beyond  a 
doubt  that  oilr  Winter  climate  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  any  part  of  Eng- 
land, and  that  our  Summer  climate  la 
better,  because  It  Is  drier. 

"Whether  the  boys  come  here  or  not, 
therefore.  Is  a  matter  of  policy,  plus  tha 
expense  of  sending  them  froin  Toronto 
to  Victoria.  Can  Victorians  change  the 
decision  already  announced  by  the  Otta- 
wa autliorltlee  by  urging.  In  the  Orst 
place,  that  Canadian  boys  should  be 
trained  in  Canada  if  possible,  and.  a«e- 
ond,  by  furnishing  evidence  to  show 
that  our  climatic  conditions  are  so  favor- 
able that  an  all-the-year-round  school 
can  be  maintained  here? 

"Should  the  school  come  here:  In  the 
first  place  it  would  be  a  vindication  of 
our  clalma  for  a  suitable  climate  (wbieh 
has  already  been  established  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  scientlflc  world  by  the 
location  of  the  big  telescope  here),  and 
■in  the  second  place  the  expenditure  In 
connection  with  the  school  (to  be  fol- 
lowed. I  hope,  by  a  factory),  would  be 
of  considerable  value  directly  to  our 
business  men.  _^ 

"The  matter  la  of  sulllclent  eonse- 
Ouence«  i  bell  ere.  to  warrant  yon  In  call- 
ing a  meeting  Of  the  cotmcil  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  consider  the  neceaaary 
steps  to  be  taken  to  Influence  the  Otta- 
wa authorities  to  revise  their  de<ilslon 
to  send  the  boys  to  Enaland  rather  than 
bava  them  trained  In  Canada.  And  I  ba- 
lli-ve   the   matter   is   urgent." 

Mr.  Biakemore  went  further  into  the 
question,  allnding  to  the  fact  that  Van- 
couver Island  waa  the  only  sultaMe 
point  In  Canada  Tvr  an  aviation  achool. 
In  consequeuce  of  it  being  poesible  to 
op>»rate  a  school  in  this  district  all  the 
y*mr  round.  No  ather  place  la  Canada, 
be  aaaertad,  poaaeaaad  the  sAiae  cttsnatle 
advantagaa.  He  apoha  of  Um  laiportaaaa 
of  tbe  Dominion  Oovemmoat'a  taking 
the  matter  up  and  assisting  aviation 
achoola   In   Canada.

NEW  YORK.  Dae.  7.-- Aviators  desir- 
ing to  enter,  the  port  of  "ew  York  from 
alien  lands  in  their  machines  may  do  so 
without  fear  of  establishing  a  pre- 
cedent, ao  far  as  customs  law  is  con- 
cerned. V.  Carlstrom.  who  a  few  days 
ago  piloted  himself  through  the  air  to 
Xew  York  and  then  flopped  down  on  the 
Jersey  Meadows,  near  RIdgefleld,  with- 
out risking  to  aubject  tolmaelf  to  tho 
mercies  of  customs  in::pectorff,  sent 
word  to  Collector  Malonethat  he  want- 
ed to  make  an  aeroplane  "entry"  and  a 
"declaration." 

Mr.  Malone  called  bis  customa  ex- 
perts into  conference,  and  it  was  Anally 
decided  that  Mr.  Carlstrom  was  a 
"master"  of  the  "vessel"  which  he  pilot- 
ed into  port,  and  Inasmuch  as  his  ship 
came  In  under  her  own  owcr  she  was 
not  merchandise.  Therefore,  the  aero- 
plane  was   exempt   from  Uuty. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  t  <  --se  Is  tiiat 
the  aviator  In  flying  from  Toronto  to 
New  York  landed  at  Ulnghampton.  and 
the  law  provides  that  intry  must  be 
made  at  the  flrst  Ant- -loan  port.  In 
making  bis  passenger  baggage  declara- 
tion, the  aviator  said  he  carried  no  bag- 
gage and  trunks,  and  that  all  his  extras 
were  one  stilt  of  clothes,  purchased  in 
Canada  for  %M.  He  was  not  obliged  to 
pay  duty  on  this.  After  '.his  experience 
Collector  Malone  will  consult  with  Sec- 
reUry  McAdoo  in  regard  to  amendment 
of  tha  laws  to  provide  for  lie  entry  of 
aeroplanes,  snd  for  special  inspectors 
to  examine   them.

He  explored  both  by 
aea  and  land,  and  perhaps  added  more  to 
the  world's  knowledge  of  northern 
iatltudea  than  any  other  single  in- 
dividual.

One  of  the  moat  mlachievoua  ideas  in 
vogue  in  this  Province  la  that  it  Is  the 
duty  of  tha  Government  to  oupimrt  tha 
people.  In  every  aspect  of  business  de- 
velopment the  Provincial  Government 
Is  expected  to  step  In  and  assume  the 
burden  of  every  responsibility,  that  la 
if  the  aubject  In.one  of  general  public 
intereat.  Aa  far  aa  our  observation  ex- 
tends this  idea, is  not  prevalent  In  the 
other  Provinces.  In  them  the  Govern- 
ment ia,  as  a  rule,  only  asked  to 
smooth  the  way  for  private  enterprise. 
It  may  Ip  apeclal  caaea  give  special 
aid;  but  aa  a  rule  private  enterprise 
atrivea  to  work  out  its  own  salvation 
and  generally  managea  to  do  ao.  This 
practice  of  looking  to  the  Government 
for  everything  Is  not  confined  to  the 
opponents  of  the  party  In  power.  Its 
friends  are  just  aa  bad.  Time  after 
time  deputations  have  waited  upon  the 
Members  of  the  Government  with  aome 
crude  scheme,  thrown  it  at  them  and 
expected  them  to  find  a  way  of  dealing 
with  it 

Thia  Province  will  never  develop  as 
It  ought  to  until  the  people  ceaae  to 
hang  on  to  the  skirts  of  the  admlnla- 
tratlon  that  happens  to  ba  In  power. 
The  people  expect  the  Government  to 
provide  everything  from  rallwaya  and 
highways  to  a  day's  work  for  a  man 
out  of  a  Job.  Indeed,  if  anyone  aug- 
gests  that  self-help  Is  the  most  de- 
sirable thing,  he  la  henceforth  charged 
with  trying  tu  ahield  the  Government.

The  story  of  the  efforts  of  Lady 
Franklin  to  discover  the  fato  of  her 
gallant  husband  is  one  of  the'  most 
touching  In  history.  She  hopM  againat 
hope  for  ten  years,  and  It  waa  almost, 
exclusively  due  to  her  efforts  that  so 
many  relief  expedltlona  were  sent  out. 
The  whole  civilised  world  sympathized 
ivlth  her  and  testified  It  in  no  uncertoin 
way.  i^dy  Franklin  died  in  1876  at 
the  age  of  eighty-three.

The  right  or  otherwise  of  a  non-com- 
missioned officer  or  a  private  to -aecni-e 
a  transfer  from  the  battalion  with 
whieh  he  happ*n»  to  be  enlisted  to  an- 
other unit,  la  a  question  which  Is  being 
dlccussed  among  the  local  military 
forces  at  the  present  time.  Iters  use  of 
the  large  number  of  appllcatloi^n  by  the 
O.  C.'s  for  permission  to  make  such 
changes,  the  matter  has  been  brought 
forcibly  to  the  attention  of  those  offl- 
rera.  Almost  without  exception  they 
have  taken  the  position  that  no  man 
haa  the  right  to  a  transfer,  but  that 
It  is  a  privilege  which.  It  appears.  Is 
In   danger   of   being  abused. 

Owing  to  the  Increased  number  ef  ap- 
plications  of  the  kind,  the  situation  has 
been  explained  to  tlte  D.  O.  C,  with  tbe 
request  that  be  make  a  ruling.  What 
his  decision  will  be  Is  not  knowi^sbut  It 
is  the  general  opinion  that  he  vrill  hold 
with  the  offlcera  commanding  that  the 
man  who  Is  given  a  transfer  is  receiv- 
ing a  courtesy  and  not  what  la  his  right 
at  the  hands  of  the  individual  with  au- 
thority to  grant  it.  It  is  thought,  too,

Board  of  Trade  Draws  Atten- 
tion to  Province's  Oppor- 
tunity— Protest  Against  t':e 

^'  C.N.R.  Ferry  Contract  Award 


The  council  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
met  yesterday  and  discuaa«d  aeveral 
questions,  including  transpacific  trans- 
ports tlon,  freight  shipments  to  North- 
ern British  Olunibla.  postal  rntcs  on 
parcels  to  soldiers  at  the  front,  ship- 
building, and  the  dogfish  fcrtlllaer  In- 
dustry. 

The  committee  on  trade,  commerce 
and  transportation  hss  recently  been  ac- 
tive In  securing  data  with  respect  to 
th«  withdrawal  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
ateamers  from  the  Pacific  and  the  re- 
lease of  several  of  the  C.  P.  R.  ocean 
liners.  In  this  connection,  the  follow- 
ing report,  tendered  by  the  oommlttee 
and  approved  of  by  the  council,  was 
submitted  at   yesterday's  meeting:

monofwllsed  by  Japanese  steamship 
companlea 

"The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
panr'a  Kmpress  of  Japan  Is  schedulad 
to  sail  from  here  on  January  1,  an<l 
the  Monleaale  on  January  11.  The  Rm- 
press  of  Asia  and  the  Rmpresa  of  Ilua- 
aln,^  having  been  released  by  the  Brlt- 
Isb  authorities,  are  now  being  refitted 
at    Hongkong,   and  will   be   put   en   the 


Westminster.    Prince    Rnpert    and    Na- 

naimo  have  been  working  independently 
in  the  past  for  the  purpose  of  finding 
out  what  meana  could  be  adopted  that 
aould  tend  to  revive  the  shipbuilding 
industry  and  thus  provide  vessels  for 
the  transport  of  British  Columbia  tim- 
ber to  the  markets  of  the  world,  and 
ti<ey  wni  unite  efforts  at  the  joint 
meeting.

'Trom  the  study  of  the  planet  Mer- 
cury it  is  found  that  it  revolves  around 
the  Bun  in  a  little  leas  than  three 
months.  Therefore,  when,  starting  from 
a  point  between  the  earth  and  sun,  it 
has  completed  a  revolutio'-,  the  earth 
has  moved  forward  on  ita  orbit,  and 
nearly  thirty  days  more  are  required  for 
It  to  catch  up  with  tha  earth  and  again 
come  to  a  point  between  It  and  the 
sun.  |It8  Kieatent  elongations  from  the 
sua  occur  at  periods  of  nearly  sixty 
days.  When  eaHt  of  the  siin  It  may  be 
aeen  in  the  Western  sky  towards  the 
close  of  twiUaht,  and  when  west  of 
the  sun  it  may  be  seen  in  the  Rast  In 
the  morning  after  daybreaK.  Its  great- 
est distance  from  the  sun  is  43,000,000 
miles;  Ita  least  distance  from  the  aun 
is  29.000,000  miles;  ilH  greatest  distance 
from  the  earth  Ik  135,000,000  miles,  and 
Ita  least  distance  from  the  earth  la 
51,000,000   miles. 

"The  most  remarkable  feature  In  the 
motion  of  Mercury  Is  that  when  it  Is 
nearest  to  the  sun  it  moves  forward 
faster  than  it  ought  to  If  under  the 
attraction  of  the  known  bodies  of  tliu 
solar  system  only.  What  the  cauae  of 
tbla  accelerated  motion  may  be  has 
created  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
among  astronomers  for  a  long  time 
past.  Are  there  other  planets,  at  prea- 
ent  unknown,  between  Mercury  and  the 
sun?  Is  it  possible  that  auch  bodies,  al- 
though numerous  perhapa,  arc  too  small 
to  be  observed?  Does  even  one  un- 
known planet  revolve  Inaide  the  orbit 
of  Mercury?  The  movements  of  Mer- 
cury certainly  Indickte  an  influence  that 
might  be  accounted  for  by  the  presence 
of  an  inner  planet,  For  convenience 
thta  mytlUcal  planet  haa  received  a 
name,  the  name  of  'Vulcan.'  It  has 
also  been  called  'The  Planet  i>f  Ilo- 
mance,'  )»ecause  it  haa  given  rise  to  so 
much  conjecture,  so  much  discussion. 

"If  it  does  really  exiat  there  should 
come  a  time  when  it  would  appear  as  a 
darit  spot  moving  slowly  across  the  face 
of  the  aun.  It  Is  true  that  owing  Jlo  Its 
nearnesa  to  the  sun  there  would  be  very 
great  dlfllculty  in  seeing  a  starlike  point 
in  that  poaitlon,  even  In  the  very  best 
of  telescopes,  and  when  recourse  Is  had 
to  the  photographic  plate,  for  the  sun 
haa  been  photographed  nearly  every  day 
for  many  years,  nothing  Indicating  auch 
an  object  has  been  discovered. 
Matkaa  of  Sataattaa 
"There  is  another  method,  however, 
by  which  new  planets  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  aun  may  be  detected,  and  that  is  to 
take  observations  during  the  total 
ecltpae  uf  the  sun.  If  there  are  no 
I  clouds  at  such  a  time,  when  the  sun 
vaniahea,  the  stars  spring  forth.  This 
would  be  an  excellent  time  to  look  for 
this   myaterlous   planet. 

"During  the  total  eclipse  of  the  aun 
in  1178,  Dr.  Watson  saw  an  object  which 
he  thought  might  be  the  long  aought 
after  Planet  of  Romance.  In  order  to 
confirm  his  report,  careful  examinations 
have  been  made  during  all  of  the 
eclipses  since  that  time,  without,  how- 
ever, any.  auch  object  being  diacovared, 
and  it  ta  'now  the  general  belief  among 
astronomers  that  no  planet  haa  yet  been 
found  within  the  orbit  of  Mercury,  an-1 
that  the  source  of  tba  attraction,  not 
yet  located,  muat  be  looked  for  In  aome 
other  place. 

"Is  It  poaslble,  however,  that  after  all, 
Vulcan — the  planet  of  Romance— may 
In  fact  exiat  within  tlie  orbit  of  Mer. 
cury  aa  a  glowing  masa  comparable  in 
brilllanoy  to  the  sun?  In  this  caae.  It 
might  not  be  readily  detected  by  any 
methods    heretofore   puraued. 

"Now  I  am  quite  sure  that  one  of  tha 
vary  flrst  questions  that  we  would  ba 
glad  to  have  anawered  l^y  the  director 
of  our  new  Victoria  Obaraervatory.  aa 
Bo^n  as  possible  after  tbe  Installation 
of  the  mammoth  telescope  here,  will  be: 
'Have  you  been  able  to  discover  any- 
thing further  regarding  Vulcan,  tha 
planet  of  Romancer  "

M.  P.  P.,  who 
npresents  the  great  northern  constitu- 
ency of  Skeena  In  the  Legislature,  with 
headquarters  at  Prince  Rupert,  la  In  the 
city,  a  guest  at  the  Kmpress  Hotel.  Mr. 
Manaon  haa  come  south  on  some  pri- 
vate business  which  will  keep  him  in 
Victoria  fur  the   balance  of  the  'wcek. 

Weather  ronditions  have  been  as  un- 
settled along  the  Northern  coast  as  has 
tMfen  the  case  in  Victoria,  according  to 
Mr.  Manson.  Severe  gales  have  been 
experienced  at  several  points,  and,  gener- 
ally, Winter  conditions  have  set  in  quite 
early   in   the  season. 

Mr.  Manson  sa/s  the  fishing  industry 
is  thriving  at  I!rince  Rupoit,  where 
great  interest  is  being  taken  In  the  re- 
port from  Ottawa  that  the  Canadian 
Government  Is  calling  the  attention  of 
the  Allied  Governmenta  to  the  fact  that 
lirltlsh  Columbia  fish  would  furnish  a 
fine  article  of  diet  for  the  soldiers  at 
the  front.  The  hope  is  ehtertiNued  that 
the  Allied  aovemments  will  bo  induced 
to  place  fish  upon  the  army  ration  list; 
and  that  as  a  consequence  a  further 
stlnTulus  will  be  given  to  the  halibut 
Industry. 

There  is  every  indication  that  as  a 
rosult  of  tbe  concessions  promised  at 
Prince  Rupert  the  other  day  by  Mr.  F. 
H.  Cunningham  and  Mr,  D.  N.  Mclntyre, 
repres^ting  the  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial Governments,  the  herring  Indus- 
try is  to  become  another  important 
branch  of  the  fishing  Industry  In  north- 
ern watera.  At  a  meeting  held  at 
Prince  Rupert,  the  officials  mentioned 
announced  that  they  would  seek  per- 
misaion  to  have  herring  licences  carry 
the  privilege  of  fishing  throughout 
Dlatrict  No.  2,  which  la  all  that  waa 
asked  for  by  the  local  Interests.  Rep- 
resentations have  already  been  made.  It 
is  understood,  to  have  the  licences  this 
season  cover  an  extended  area  agreeable 
to  those  engaged  In  the  industry. 
WCaa  of  BaraleymoBt 
Mr.  Manson  very  recently  mide  an 
extended  tour  through  the  northern 
part  of  the  Skeena  district,  and  found 
many  encouraging  signs  of  progress  and 
development.  The  cropa  were  exception- 
ally good  this  season,  and  the  settlers 
seemed  well  satisfied.  There  are  Indl- 
catlona  that  there  will  be  a  big  influx 
ot  settlers  with  the  udvent  of  Spring, 
^r.  Manson  is  a  firm  believer  In  the 
future  of  Northern  British  Columbia, 
both  In  respect  to.  Its  agricultural  and 
mineral  posslbilltlea.  In  the  vicinity  of 
Haselton  this  season,  there  haa  been 
marked  progress  in  mineral  develop- 
ment, and  some  very  promising  proper- 
ties are  now  in  proceaa  of  development, 
large  aums  of  capital  belna  employed 
and  work  given  to  a  conaWcrable 
number  of  men. 

Mr.  Manson  thinks  It  may  be  taken 
n»i  a  certainty  that  with  the  conclusion 
of  war  there  will  be^  large  volume  of 
Immigration  from  the  devastated  aren 
In  Kurope  to  Western  Canada  and  that 
herein  will  lie  British  Columbla'a  Op- 
portunities to  get  a  much-needed  in- 
creasf  in  tiopulatlon  from  ■•ttlairii  •aa- 
ciu«tome.l  to  farming  life.  The  lands 
of  the  Province  will,  he  thinks,  be 
speedily  taken  up  and  devdoped  by 
farmers  w^o  have  left  Europe  to  better 
their  condition  In  this  land  of  promise, 
untouched  by  the  horrors  of»war.  and 
full  *f  opportunities  which •^111  t>a  de- 
nied Kurope  for  many  yeara;to  ooma.

As  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  extract  from  a  let- 
ter written  by  lllns  Campbell,  assist- 
ant matron,  the  nurses  were  kept  be- 
hind. The  letter  was  received  a  few 
days  ago,  and  was  dated  Nov.  iSth. 
Miss  Campbell   writes: 

"Here  wo  are  again  In  London  wait* 
Ing  for  orders.  1  felt  sad  leaving  Nor- 
mandy, .vlthough  the  weather  was  un- 
pleasant, theri»  were  other  things  to 
make  up  for  It.  I  gained  four  pounds 
while  there.  Wc  Ju«t  arrived  here  yes- 
terday. Le^t  L.e  Treport  at  10  a.m.,  ar- 
rived at  Dieppe,  and  went  on  board  at 
one  o'clock.  Did  not  get  to  Folkestone 
till  seven.  It  was  fearfully  rough,  and 
Wo  were  all  very  sick.  Wc  were  Just 
wired  for  the  morning  we  left.  We 
were  to  leave  next  Tuesday  for  some' 
where  on  a  troopship,  but,  I  think,  tho 
sInkinK  and  drowning  of  ten  nurses 
ch(tnged  their  minds.  They  are,  I  hear, 
not  going  to  send  any  more  nurses  on 
troopships.  I  heard  that  "we  were  go- 
ing either  to  Serbia  or  Salinlca  on  Sat- 
urday en  a  hospital  ship.  The  unit  Is 
going  complete,  but  It  is  only  the  sis- 
ters who  were  In  France  that  are  now 
waiting  to  go.  Those  In  English  hos- 
pitals were  told  to  wait  for  fgrrtier 
orders.  We  feel  we  are  getting  ahead 
of  them.   .   .    . 

"I  will  write  again  before  I  leave, 
and  as  soon  after  we  land  as  poHslble."

At  the  beginning  of  the  Winter  sea- 
son, a  number  of  those  who  have  come 
to  look  upon  the  Y.  as  a  safe  and  happy 
home  have  reaplvod  to  try  to  help  by 
preiiaring  an  entertainment  for  the 
heneAt  of  the  institution.  Their  ven- 
ture is  a'ell  worthy  of.  the  patronage 
of  the  cItUens  of  Victoria,  of  both 
aexea  and  all  agea. 

How  miioh  la  being  done  by  tho  Y. 
W,  C.  A.  for  tho  girls  who  need  to  be 
cheered  and  encouraget*  in  this  city  of 
our«  is  not  aa  generally  known  aa  It 
should  be.  The  generosity  of  Ita  aup- 
portera  has  accomplished  much,  and  If 
the  numbor  were  groator  its  activities 
would  be  wider,  and  the  number  of 
girls   reached   larger. 

The  building  on  Douglas  Street,  the 
old  Union  Club.  Is  a  home  In  a' very 
real  sense  of  that  beautiful  word.

As  n;lght  be  f.x"peci«-0,  the  work  of 
the  Cblldren'a  Aid  grows  in  impoitance 
and  extent  month  by  month.  That  it  is 
being  wisely  carried  on  is  something 
for  which  the  people  of  Vlctoda  should 
be  very  thankful.  Neglected  chlldre.i 
very  soon  become  delinquent,  an  1  are 
a  menace  to  the  boys  and  girls  who 
are  cared  for  in  good  homea.  The 
drunken  father  and  the  mother  who  is 
no  longer  At  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
care  of  her  own  children,  are  to  be 
found  here  as  elsewhere.  Not  in  great 
numbers,  it  is  true,  and,  perhaps,  the 
most  valuable  work  of  the  society  Is 
the  reform  of  sucli  parents,  for  many 
people  can  be  brought  to  a  sense  of 
their  own  delinquency  through  their 
love   for   their   children. 

Then,  there  are  parents  whose  own 
characters  do  not  seem  had,  who  are 
strangely  unable  to  control  their  way- 
ward  sons  and  daughters.  Too  often 
such  mothers  and  fpthers  are  only  too 
willing  to  be  relieved  of  their  respons-

Children's  Aid  comes  to  the  rescue  of 
ihe  children.  Taken  from  their  envir- 
onment and  wisely  and  kindly  treated 
bad  habits  are  corrected  and  good  ones 
established.  Unless  In  the  case  of  the 
tew  who  are  mentally  defective,  a  per- 
manent reform  is  effected. 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  parents 
are  relieved  of  all  responsibility.  If 
they  are  not  (It  to  bring  up  their  chil- 
dren, they  must.  If  they  have  th* 
means,   pay   for   their   suppor^. 

In  the  home  on  Pembroke  Street, 
some  twenty  boys  are  belnir  trained  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spofford  to  be  good  and 
useful,  und  in  the  school  Miss  O'Kcefe 
does  wonders  with  them.  How  she 
nils  them  with  fcelf-respect  and  a  love 
for  her  and  their  work  la  marvellous, 
even  when  one  knows  a  little  of  how 
much  thought.  energy  and  love  she 
spends  on   her  young  charges. 

The  little  girls  who  need  the  care  of 
the  society  are  being  placed  in  the  l>ay 
Nursery,  where  they  are  well  looked 
after,  and.  If  they  are  old  enough,  sent 
to  the  itubllc  schools.  Tiny  boys,  too. 
And  protection  here.  Altogether  there 
are  twenty-seven  such  children  at  pres- 
ent in  the  care  of  the  society,  who  are 
IMirtly'  supported  by  the  city,  partly  by 
parents,' or  other  relatives,  and  only  in 
a  slight  degree  by  the  generosity  of 
the  public.  This  Is  the  more  surpris- 
ing when  iiu  very  great  Importance 
of  this  work  of  education  and  uplifting 
is  considered.  It  Is  not  only  that  the 
children,  who  might  have  become  crim- 
inals, are  put  in  the  way  of  making 
useful  things,  but  they  are  kept  from 
injuring  others  by  their  bad  example 
No  more  worthy  use  could  b>>  made 
of  money  that  that  of  forwarding  this 
Work  of  child  rescue. 

Another  phase  of  Ciilldren's  Aid  work 
Is  the  giving  out  of  children  for  adop- 
tion. There  arc  childless  parents  who 
are  glad  to  take  to  their  homes  and 
hearts  young  cliildren  who  have  been 
lert  unsupported.  In  hundreds  of  cases 
in  our  own  Province  such  little  ones 
have  grown  ut>  to  be  a  comfort  to  their 
foster-parents.  Thersf  Is  now  at  the 
Day  Nursery  a  nice  little  girl  of  eight 
years  of  age  upon  whom  no  one  but 
the  society  has  a  legal  claim.  Tf  sny- 
one  wishes  to  adopt  her  all  particulars 
may  be  l««rned  from  the  matron  of  the 
Institution    on    Victoria    Crescent. 

Kpace  has  not  been  left  to  say  more 
concerning  the  DayvXursery  than  that 
it  Is  a  refuge  for  all  little  onaa  wb« 
need  a  mother's  car*.

The  Oerman  fleet,  composed  of  the 
battle  cruiaera  Schamhorst,  Qnelsnau, 
Letptlff,  Kurnburg  and  Dresden,  with  an 
accompanying  fleet  of  oolliera,  steamed 
In  line,  heading  in  a  direct  course  for 
tha  Falkland  lalands. 

The  Oerman  fleet  was  expected  by  the 
British.  They  had  played  Into  a  trap. 
Immediately  the  smoke  of  the  German 
fleet  waa  alghted  on  the  horlson  tbb 
British  Muadrnn  was  ready  for  action. 
The  BrMlsh  Jack  tars  were  eager  and 
ready  for  a  flght  to  the  flnleh;  eager  to 
erase  the  ataln  of  the  Coronel  flght. 
They  were  not  long  In  getting  tha 
chance  for  which  they  had  been  watch- 
ing and  waiting.

The  purchaae  of  tlie  Curacao  by  her 
former  owners  was  announced  faUawtng 
an  inspection  of  the  vesael  by  Captain 
Blaln.  marine  superintendent  of  the  Pa- 
clfle  Cooat  Steamship  Company,  and 
General  Manager  Ward.  The  Inapection 
proved  eatlafactory  and  after  a  confer- 
ence at  Vancouver  tba  Vaaeonvar 
uredging  and  Salvage  Company,  aalvora 
of  tbe  veaael.  accepted  the  otter  of  the 
American   concern. 

To  Be-eatar  Alaaka  Trade 

The  Curacao  will  ro-enter  the  com- 
pany'a  Alaska  trade  next  Spring.  She 
waa  wrecked  at  Warm  Chuck,  Alaska, 
on  June  21,  1918.  She  aank  In  71  feet 
of  water  with  a  tidal  range  of  15  feet. 
On  August  26,  of  the  same  year,  the 
wreck  waa  purchased  by  the  Vancouver 
Dredging  and  ijalvage  Co.,  and  the  flrst 
salvage  crew  was  aent  north  in  Sep- 
tember and  removed  the  cargo  and 
bunkers.  Nothing  further  waa  dona 
(luring  the  Winter,  but  In  April,  1914. 
the  salvage  crew  was  again  sent  north. 
The  Curacao's  bow  waa  lying  hard  up 
against  an  abrupt  beach  and  the  flrst 
of  many  dlfflc)Lilt  tasks  was  to  dredga  a 
channel  ahead  of  the  ship  for  110  feet 
to  the  same  grade  as  the  beach  on 
which  she  rested. 

The  Curacao  bad  settled  some  eight 
feet  in  the  sand  and  silt,  and  hydraulic 
Jeta  were  used  to  work  a  passage  un- 
darneath  the  hull  for  the  lifting  sllnj^s.

We  see  the 
temper  of  .  the  country  spoilt  and 
its  power  of  resls'.ance  Impaired  by 
the  shameful  hsblt  of  compromise,  the 
wicked  InRenultlos  of  rhetoric.  In  war 
time  this  shame  and  this  wickedness 
are  fatal.  For  In  war  we  deal  with 
realities,  with  life  end  death;  not  with 
the  trivial  present,  but  with  the  erer- 
broodlng  future;  with  the  destiny  of 
our  children's  children;  and  for  their 
sake  wo  must  shape  In  comely  fashion 
and  not  deprave  our  heritage  from  the 
past.  For  this  reason  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Cabinet  should  be  re-made, 
and  the  more  eloquent  members  In- 
vited to  share  a  quiet  retirement  It 
Is  no  longer  to  a  politician's  credit  that 
he  plays  upon  the  House  of  Commons 
as  upon  an  old  fiddle.  There  are  atcmer 
duties  to  be  performed,  deeds  of  greater 
daring  to  be  done. 

Yet  If  we  arc  to  take  seriously  the 
debates  In  the  House  of  Commons,  we 
should  still  be  persuaded  that  evasion 
was  the  highest  of  all  the  arts.  To  an- 
swer an  awkward  question  with  some 
semblance  of  success  appears  even  to- 
day a  gift  worth  cultivating.  I  sup- 
pose, for  Instance,  that  Mr.  Tennant 
thinks  himself  a  very  clever-  fallow. 
And  the  better  he  succeeda  In  putting 
the  House  off  the  track  of  truth,  the 
greater  disservice  he  does  to  his  coun- 
try. His  adroitness,  which  might  bring 
glory  to  a  debating  society,  is  a  re- 
proach to  a  body  of  men  who  should 
be  intent  upon  the  salvation  of  the 
State.  Not  long  since  he  was  asked 
what  was  the  number  of  casualties  in 
the  Dardanelles.  He  gave  a  number; 
It  was  then  demanded  of  him  how 
many  officers  and  men  had  been  Inval- 
ided In  the  Mediterranean.  His  reply 
waa  a  masterpiece  of  mystlflcatlon;  he 
could  not  answer  because  the  invalided 
varied  from  day  to  day.  Do  not  other 
casualties  also  vary  with  tha  paaaage 
of  time'/  A  policy  of  silence  Is  better 
than  this  kind  of  evasion.  It  is  better 
even  to  run  away  before  a  dangerous 
question  than  to  glvce  an  answer  which 
Is  dangerous  and   yet   deceives   nobody.

Tbe  King  v.  ""ox  DeapatcM:  AppH-a- 
tton  to  vary  or  reaclnd  an  order  dli-ect- 
Ing  the  Crown  (p.'alnUSl  to  pu:  uP  se- 
i:i.><ty.  Ihe  acton,  ^h'ch  will  c.»mo 
tu  trial  »hortly.  is  one  aHslng  uut  of 
a  colllalon  between  tba  Dominion  Gov- 
•rnmeiic  lug  Poin:  H..pi-  and  the  vj^: 
Deapatch.  owned  by  tha  Border  Line 
Tranaportatlon  Company.  The  Com- 
pany brought  an 'action  against  the 
master  of  the  Point  Hope,  and  an  appli- 
cation waa  made  to  conaolldate  the 
actions,  and  have  the  Crown  put  up 
security,  en  the  ground  that  it  waa  a 
cross  cauae.  The  order  directing  se- 
curity was  made,  and  tbe  Crown  now 
moved  to  vary  or  reaclnd  it  on  the 
ground,  among  others,  that  the  action 
against  the  master  la.  not  a  croaa 
cause. 

Martin,  Co.  J.A.:  Under  Rule  84  the 
plaintiff  moves  to  "vary  or  rescind"  the 
order  made  herein  on  the  18th  of  June 
laat  reported  in  33  W.L.R.  13,  on  the 
ground  qf  lack  of  Jurisdiction  to  make 
the  same.  This  objection  was  not 
raised  upon  the  former  motion,  which 
aa  is  noted  in  the  reasons,  was  only 
opposed  on  the  one  point  therein  men- 
tioned; pp.  14,  16,  and  in  ah  ordinary 
case  it  would  not  be  proper  to,  reopen 
the  matter,  but  as  a  question  of  Juris- 
diction is  now  raised  which  could  be 
raised  at  the  trial,  it  is  conceded  that 
In  the  circumstances  of  this  case  It 
would  be  convenient  and  desirable  to 
dispose  of  it  at  the  outset,  and  the  de- 
fendant offers  no  opposition  to  this  be- 
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Ing  done. 

It  is  nrst  objected  that  sec.  34  of  tbe 
Admiralty   Court  Act,    1361,   has   no  ap- 
plication   tu    thla    Court    becauea    it    is 
submitted    to    be   a    section    relating    to 
practice   only   and    one   which   does   not 
confer    Jurlsdicition,      w'.lh      resoect    to 
which    it    is    conceded    that    this    Court 
possesses   the  same  as  tbe   High   Court 
of    Admiralty    "to    extend    the   jurisdic- 
tion and  improve  the  practice"  whereof 
is  stated  In  the  preamble  to  le  the  ob- 
ject of   the   said  Act   of   1861.     Assum- 
ing  the   matter   to    '^e   one   of   practice, 
it    Is    urged    that    since,    in    our      rules 
(made     under     arc    7    of    the    Colonial 
Courts    of    Admiralty     Act    1890.    and 
sec.    23    of    the    Admiralty    Act.    189J) 
there  is  none  corresponding  to  said  sec. 
34.  therefore  there  Is  nothing  empower- 
ing  t^ils  Court   to  exercise   the  practice 
jurisdiction   conferred   thereby.     In   my 
opinion,    however,    that    section    Is    one 
which  "gives  or  deHnea  the  right"   (as 
Lord  Justice  Lush  puts  it  in  Poyser  v. 
Minors     (1881),    7    P.B.D.    329    at    S33) 
now   under  consideration,   which   Is   one 
of    those    "more  extensive    powers   con- 
ferred   upon    the"    High    Court    of    Ad- 
miralty which  it  did  not  formerly  pos- 
sess.    Williams  *  Bruce,  Ad.  Prac.  87«.l 
and  cases  there  cited,  particutarly  The 
Serlngapatam      (1848),      3    W.     Rob.    88, 
and    The    Rougemont     (1398)     p.    276 — 
and    therefore   this    Court    falls   heir    to 
tlie  same  jurlsdicition.-    It  is  no  objec- 
tion   to    the    conferring    of    jurisdiction 
that   the  statute  which   does  so,  at  the 
same   time    "denotes    the    mode   of   pro- 
ceeding  by    which    (the)    legal    Hght   is 
enforced" — per  Lush,  L.J.  Supra. 

But  if  I  should  be  wrong  In  this  and 
the  matter  is  to  be  considered  as  one 
of  practice  then  reliance  Is  placed  on 
our  Rule  No.  228  as  follows: 

"In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by 
these  rules  the  practice  for  the  time 
being  In  force  In  respect  of  Admiralty 
proceedings  In  the  High  Court  of  Jus- 
tice In  England  shall  be  followed." 

In  my  opinion  this  covers  the  case 
and  1  am  Justlflcd  in  this  view  by  the 
decision  of  my  learned  predecessor  in 
this  Court  in  Williamson  vs.  The  Man- 
aneuae  (1899),  19  C.L.T.  23.  and  in 
WiUiamaon  v.  Bank  of  Montreal  (1833) 
6  B.C.  486. 

Then  the  further  objection  la  taken, 
secondly,  that  in  any  event  section  34 
is  inapplicable  to  the  present  situation 
because  in  the  true  sense  of  the  ex- 
pression, the  defeni'ant  has  "not  insti- 
tuted a  cross  cause"  against  the  plaint- 
iff. This  also  Is  a  change  of  front  on 
the  part  of  the  Crown  since  the  order 
now  compUlned  of  waa  made,  because 
tba  matter  was  argued  and  disposed 
of  on  the  obvious  assumption  that  the 
Crown  In  Canada  was  following  the 
established  practice  of  the  Crown  in 
Kngland  of  assuming  responsibility  in 
the  Admiralty  Court  for  the  act  of  ita 
servant   (McDougal)    the   master  of   Its

Bhubart  taatura,  atarrlng  llobart  War- 
wtett  lb  A.alMrMtar  totally  away  from

It    Is   the    sad    function    of    the    poli- 
tician   to    destroy    the    State  committed 
to  his  care.

The  Crown  now    takes 
the  poslTlon  that  as  there  Is  no  action 
here   agalnat  it.   either   in   personam  or 
in    rem,    but      only    one      in    personam 
against  its   servant,   the   master,   whose 
actions   even   if    negligent   It   la   not   li- 
able   for,    and    no*    repudiates,    on    the 
authority  of  Paul   v.  The  King    (1«0«), 
38    S.C.    126,  and  of   Imperial   Japanese 
Government    v.    Feninsular    *    Oriental 
S.  N.  Co.   (1398).  A.C.  644,  consequently 
there  is  no  "cross  cause,"  and  so  it  la 
in  strict  law  a  stranger  to  the  proceed- 
Ings  of  the  defendant  against  said  Mc- 
•Uougal.     Such   an   unusual   position   re- 
quired corresponding  consideration,  and 
after  the  examination  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  authorities,   I  ara  forced  to  tha 
conclusion  that  the  objection  must  pre- 
vnll.     The  expression  "crosa  cause"  haa 
been      often      considered,    e.j..    1"    Tha 
llougemont,    supra,    wherein    the    scope 
of  the  section  Is  In    --ne  respect  dertned 
and  wherein  there  is  a  very  instructive 
argument:      The     Charkieh      (1873).

CHARACTEfilSTICS  OF 

M.  AmSTIPE  BRIAND 

Jn  an  article  in  T.  r.'a  Weekly, 
Charlea  Dawbam.  author  of  "France  at 
Bay,"  diacuaaea  tbe  characteristics  of 
the  new  Frencli  Premier,  Arlatlde 
Brland.  M.  Briand.  he  declarea.  la  a 
diacovery  of  M.  Clemenceau'a.  It  waa 
through  the  latter'a  Influence  that  he 
came  to  power.  Nothing,  however, 
could  be  In  greater  contraat  than  the 
character  of  the  two.  Clemenceau  la 
the  atrenuoua  hard  hitter,  tbe  remorae- 
less  adversary.  Briand,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  all  suppleness  and  conciliation; 
he  haa  an  extraordinary  gift  of  dla- 
arming  oppoaltlon,  whilst  Clemencean 
revela  In  It,  and  la  aa  keen  on  throwing 
hand  grenades  aa  any  trench  fighter. 
Yet  there  Is  a.cerUln  quality  of  lone- 
liness common  to  both.  Neither  in- 
spires great  friendahlpa.  Both  Inhabit 
a  solitary  hill  from  which  they  look 
down  upon  humanity;  but  there  is  no 
condeacenalon  In  their  gaze — merely  an 
active,  atmoat  a  paealonate,  Intereat  in 
tJ»e    problema    which    vex   tlielr   fellows. 

M.  Briand'a  exclualvenesa,  the  article 
continues,  cornea  from  the  fact  that  ho 
belonga  to  no  party;  he  broke  with  the 
only  party  to  which  he  waa  Joinel 
temperamentally,  the  Unltled  ;3oclallsta. 
They  never  forgave  him  in  tbat.  being 
of  their  number,  and  a  most  ardent  ad- 
vocate of  the  new  heaven  and  new 
earth,  he  yet  accepted  office  In  a  bour- 
geolse  cabinet.  It  ao  happened  that  the 
country  called  him  so  insistently  that 
there  could  be  no  refusal.  But  for 
Arlatlde  Briand,  there  would  have  been 
no  separation,  probably,  between  church 
and  state,  bound  together  by  the  con- 
cordat dating  from  Napoleon's  time,  and 
the  result  would  have  been  perpetual 
Irritation,  for  the  spirit  of  union  had 
departed,  and  it  waa  fitting  therefore 
tbat  each  should  go  Its  way. 

Briand's  master  diplomacy,  the  article 
adds,  will  bo  wanted  for  the  final  set- 
tlement. He  win  prove  a  superb  nego- 
tiator, firm  and  strong.  Though  he  la 
no  longer  to  be  counted  amongst  the 
official  Socialists,  he  haa  remained  a 
Hociallat  at  heart,  and  atlll  dreams  of 
effecting  those  essential  reforms  which 
shall    bring    happiness    and    plenty    to

He  thinks  out  his  speech  beforehand, 
but  never  writes  it  either  partially  or 
fully.  He  conaults  hla  political  friends 
about  the  substance  of  it,  and  then  he 
delivers  it  with  the  freshness  and 
spontaneity  that  belong  to  an  impromp- 
tu oration.  You  may  differ  radically 
from  his  argumenta,  but  you  will  t>e 
forced  to  a<lniit  the  persuasive  charac- 
ter of  his  oratory.

In  bla  two  voltimca 
ot  memoirs  recently  published,  baa 
given  the  world  a  book  of  extraordinary 
Interest  which  wiU'be  read  eagerl/  by 
the  living  generation,  and  which  will 
give  generations  to  come  a  clear  In- 
sight Into  nineteenth  and  twentieth  cen- 
tury England,  says  The  lx>n(lon  Dally 
MalL  It  covera  a  wide  span  of  seventy 
yeara.  It  Is  written  with  serenity  and 
charm.  It  paints  living  pictures  of 
moat  of  the  greatest  ngurea  of  a  stir- 
ring time:  But,  above  all.  It  la  «f  his- 
torical Importance  for  Ita  vindication  of 
King  Kdward's  memory  against  the 
errors'  of  Sir  Uldney  1.4>e.  In  the  "Dic- 
tionary of  National  Biography."  That 
auoh  an  account  of  so  great  a  Sover- 
eign should  have  appeared  in  a  atan- 
dard  work  of  reference  Is  a  national 
misfortune. 

The  twenty  pages  wblcb  Lrf>rd  Redes- 
dale  devotes  to  correcting  this  '"con- 
temporary Judgment"  are  among  the 
more  valuable  in  the  bodk.  They  give 
the  testimony  of  one  who  knew  his 
Majeaty  Intimately.  At  Aspt  It  is 
pointed  out  that  Edward  VI I.  was 
brought  up  in  the  strangest  of  faah- 
Ions,  protmbly  through  the  Influenco  of 
the  Prlnca  Consort,  of  whom  we  are 
given    this   curious    picture: 

"He  was  essentially  ..  ahy  man.  He 
would  enter  a  room  to  meet  somu  vis- 
itor whom  he  had  summoned,  sidling 
up,  aa  it  were,  along  two  walls  of  it 
before  stepping  forward  to  hold  out 
his  hand.  .  .  .  tie  preferred  the  sec- 
ond rate.  So  in  art,  as  portrait  painter 
t)e  was  satlsBed  with  Landseer  and 
Wlnterhalter." 

Xtaf  Xdward'a  Memory. 
The    Prince    Consort's    ludifference    to 
books  Dfirhapa  accounted  far  the  Indlf- 


wer«  small  and  delicate,  and  bis  slop- 
ing abouldera  looked  far  too  weak  to 
carry  bis  great  bead,  the  alM  of  wblcb 
waa  exaggerated  by  the  toualed  maaa 
of  red  hair  standing  almoat  at  right 
anglea  to  It.  ...  All  who  knew  him 
must  remember  that  cX4|ulsltcly  soft 
voice  with  a  rather  alng-song  intona- 
tion. .  7  .  Hla  language,  even  at  that 
age.  waa  beautiful,  fanciful  and  richly 
varied.  .  .  .  Mis  memory  waa  wonder- 
ful, hla  power  of  quoUUon  almost  un- 
limited. .  .  .  Aa  he  walked  with  his 
peculiar  dancing'  gait,  tripping  along 
like  a  young  faun,  hla  eyea  gleaming 
with  enlhusUam  ...  he  would  pour 
out  with  that  unforgettable  voice  of  his 
the  treasures  which  he  had  gathered. 
...  He  was  abaolutely  brave.  He  did 
not  know  what  fear  meant." 

From  his  career  In  the  Diplomatic 
Service,  Lord  Redesdale  Is  able  to  shed 
a  good  deal  of  light  on  the  errora  of 
Brltlah  foreign  iiollcy  In  the  paat.  In 
a  striking  paaaage  ho  declarea  that  the 
keel  of  the  first  (German)  dreadnought 
was  laid  at  8t.  Petersburg  tn  tbe  month 
of  February,  1994. "  by  Great  Britain's 
refusal  to  co-operate  with  Russia  In 
saving  Denmark  from  Pruaslan  aggres- 
sion. Prussia's  aim  waa  to  acquire 
porta,  and,  aa  both  Lord  Palmerston 
and  Cavour  had  foreseen,  to  build  a 
great  Oeet  and  challenge  the  Brltlah 
sovereignty  of  the  seas. 

There  are  Innumerable  good  etorlas 
as  of  Queen  Victoria's  passion  for  pic- 
nics even  In  the  snowstorms  of  Novem- 
ber; of  the  fleas  which  abode  In  Oari- 
baldl'a  home  In  Caprera;  of  the  plg» 
which  picked  up  garbage  only  forty 
years  ago  In  Broadway.  St.  I^ula;  of 
Brigham  Young  preaching  on  the  hor- 
rible wickedness  of  the  English  nobility 
In  that  they  devoted  great  areas  of 
land  to  nurturing  pheasants,  which 
pheasants  they  hunted  with  dogs:  and 
of  Mrs.  Carlyle,  who  complained  bitter- 
ly that  her  husband  resented  an  em- 
balmed mouae  tn  his  porridge.  The 
book  is  a  veritable  treasure-house  of 
anecdote,  but  It  has  a  far  deeper  value 
as  a  permanent  contribution  to  his- 
tory.

ference  to  literature  with  which  his 
censorious  biographer  has  taxed  King 
Edward.  As  an  eager  boy  of  seventeen 
the  amusement  devised  for  his  leisure 
hours  was  "turning  over  books  of 
drawings  and  prints!" 

If  King  Edward  was  not  a  booklnh 
man  he  had  a  vast  fund  of  knowledgo 
and  'Information.  While  Queen  Victoria 
and  the  Prince  Consort  saw  little  of 
the  great  men  of  their  time  outside 
politics.  King  Edward  knew  them  all. 
"His  memory*  was  phenomenal;  he 
seemed  unable  to  forget."  Hi«  power 
of  intellj^gent  discussion — which  all  re- 
marked— 

"Was  the  result  of  long  years  of  pa- 
tient listening  and  Inquiry — of  those 
same  long  years,  which  his  detractors 
have  us  believe  were  spent  to  exhaus- 
tion In  the  pursuit  of  frlvoIouH  occupa- 
tions and  In  tlie  selflnh  sacrifice  of  duty 
to  pleasure.  No  more  false  charge  was 
ever  brought  against  a  man  in  his  ex- 
alted  position." 

It  Is  equally  untrue  that  he  neglected 
work,  and  this  anecdote  la  told  by  Lord 
Redesdale  to  prove  how  seriously  the 
King  took  his  duties: 

"We  sat  smoking  and  talking  over 
old  times  for  a  couple  of  hours.  To- 
ward midnight  he  got  up  ami  nald: 
"Now  I  must  bid  you  good-night,  for  1 
must  set  to  work" — pointing  to  a  huge 
pile  of  the  familiar  red  boxes.  "Surely," 
I  said,  "your  Majesty  Is  not  going  to 
tackle  all  that  work  tonight!"  His 
answer  was:  "Yes.  I  must!  Besides 
It  la  all   so  Interesting." 

A  MmM  iBteageljr  Swnaa.  , 
The  charge  has  been  brought  against 
him  that  after  he  became  King  he  en- 
Joyed  practical  Joking  at  the  expen.<je 
of  his  friends.  "Nothing  could  be  more 
misleading."  says  Lord  Redesdale. 
"When  a  very  young  man  he  >aughed 
at  the  pranks  of  the  youngsters  about 
him,"   but 

"never  either  as  Prince  or  King  did 
I  during  nearly  half  a  century  see  him 
take  active  part  in  such  games  himself. 
My  recollection  of  the  King  ...  Is 
that  of  a  monarch  deeply  Impressed 
with  the  duties  and  obligations  of  his 
exalted  station — a  man  Intensely  hu- 
man, and,  let  his  critics  say  what  they 
will,  altogether  lovable." 

The  "IDlcllonary  of  National  Blo- 
ography"  would  lead  the  public  to  siip- 
I>ose  that  King  Edward  wan  a  political 
nonentity.  Lord  Redesdale  pours  Just 
scorn  on  the  remark:  "An  Irrespons- 
ible suggestion  at  a  private  party  In 
Paris  that  the  cnten.»  ought  to  be  con- 
verted Into  a  military  alliance  met  with 
no  response."  "The  response,"  replies 
Lord  Redesdale.  "Is  loud  tnough  today 
In  the  dunes  of  Flanders,  on  the  Vis- 
tula. In  the  Carpathians,  ^nd  In  the 
Dardanelles." 

He  travelled  widely  on  the  Continent, 
knew  Its  Sovereigns  and  statesmen, 
was  "Immensely  popular  in  I'rance," 
where  his  memory  Is  venerated  today, 
and  oven  In  Oermany  tributes  were  paid 
1  to  his  diplomacy  und  bonhomie.  After 
all.  It  was  The  Hamburger  Nachrlchtcn 
which  caUe<l  lilm  "the  first  statesman 
of  Europe."  He  stood  above  the  fac- 
tions and  parties  with  one  desire  to  help 
and  save  his  country. 

•The  King  loved  England.  He  was 
a  patriot  In  the  highest,  I  had  almoHt 
said,  the  divlnost  sense  of  the  word. 
Queen  Mary  Tudor  !«ald  that  when  she 
died  the  word  CALAIS  would  he  found 
written  upon  her  heart.  When  King* 
Edward  died  the  word  would  have  been 
ENGLAND." 

The  last  time  Lord  Redesdale  saw 
him  was  at  the  opera  a  few  days  be- 
fore his  death: 

"I  noticed  that  he  was  looking  very 
tired  and  worn.  He  sat  ih tough  one 
act.  all  alone  in  tbe  box.  Then  he  got 
up,  and  I  heard  him  give  a  great  alKh. 
He  opened  the  door  of  the  box.  lingered 
for  a  little  In  the  doorway  with  a  'very, 
aad  expression  In  his  face — so  uihlkn 
himself — took  a  laiit  look  at  the  Innise, 
and   ftien   went  out." 

He  pays  a  brief  tribute  to  King  Kd- 
ward's  courage: 

"11  never  seemed  to  occur  to  him 
that  there  could  l>e  such  a  thing  as 
danger.  .  .  .  When  niondlti  offered  to 
carry  Mm  across  Niagara  on  Uls  tight- 
rope, the  Prince  of  Wales,  as  he  then 
was,  would  have  accepted  the  venture 
at  once,  and  was  keen  to  kol  Bo  It 
Was  when  he  was  face  to  face  with  the 
marderer  and  hla  platol  at  Bmseela. 
Hla  nerve  waa  perfect.  We  all  retnem- 
ber  the  quiet  courage  with  wbleh  he 
oleared  doeka  for  action  and  made 
rea4y  for  the  opfratlona  which  In  1902 
might  eBal>y  have  coat  htm  hla  Ilf».~

War  That  "Was  to  End  All 
Wars"  Leads  Greatest  De- 
mocracy to  Build  185  More 
Naval  Craft. 


(By  Archibald  Hurd) 
Among  the  things  which  the  British 
fleet  has  done  Is  to  convince  a  very 
powerful  section  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  that  their  country  re- 
quires a  large  navy.  President  Wilson 
and  his  administration  have  adopted 
most  ambitious  plans  for  the  strength- 
ening of  the  fleet.  A  short  telegram 
from  Washington  referred  to  the  mat- 
ter a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  ago;  now 
I    have   received   full   details. 

This  war  was  to  end  all  wars  accord- 
ing to  some  prophets,  and  In  particular 
It  was  to  remove  from  the  democracies 
of  the  world  the  burden  of  navab  arma- 
ments. Now  we  have  the  specUcle  of 
the  greatest  democracy  In  the  world — 
separated  from  Europe  by  3,000  miles  of 
g^a In  such  a  hurry  for  more  men-of- 
war  that  It  has  decided  not  even  to  wait 
for  the  lessons  on  construction  and 
armaments.  Hostilities  In  Europe— and 
fore  It  IB  over.  New  ships  of  all  classes 
—battleships.  battle-cruisers,  scout 
cruisers,  destroyers  and  submarines  are 
to  be  put  In  hand  and  without  delay. 

This  decision  has  been  reached  oy  the 
party  which  came  Into  power  In  opposi- 
tion to  Mr.  Roosevelt's  policy  of  "the 
big  stick, "  and  pledged  to  economy  on 
armaments.  HosplUtles  In  Europe— and 
Germany's  methods  of  war  In  particu- 
lar apparently — have  corrected  the  ex- 
treme pacificism  of  most  Americans: 
they  feel  that  their  wealth  Is  a  tempta- 
tion to  other  people;  they  have  seen  Bel- 
glum — happy  and  prosperous — massa- 
cred and  overrun.  Possessing  already  a 
navy  which  Is  held  by  some  personn  to 
be  not  weaker  than  that  of  Germany 
and  therefore  bracketed  as  the  second 
largest  In  the  world,  they  are  deter- 
mined to  have  one  yet  larger.  The  'big 
navy"  scheme  has  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President:  that  is  a  sig- 
nificant fact,  for  Dr.  Wilson  Is  certainly 
no  fire-eater.  > 

A  beaf  rrom  Oennany'e  Book 
What   la   the   position?     According   to 
Mr.    Josephus    Daniels,    the    Naval    Sec- 
retary,   wbo   corresponds    closely    In    his 
duties  to  our  First  Lord  of  the  Admir- 
alty.    "The  *  sixty-third     Congress  .    .    . 
authorised    five    battleships,    twelve    de- 
stroyers   and    twenty-six    submarines — 
three  aea-golng   and   twenty-three  coiist 
defence — besides    one    fuel    ship.      This 
was    the    largest    programme    ever    au- 
thorized   by    any    Congress,    and    makes 
necessary   the  appropriation  of  f28.369.- 
127  to  continue  such  construction."    Con- 
struction has  not   been   very   rapid,   and 
consequently  there  are  a  number  of  ves- 
sels still  in  hand:   they  comprise  seven 
battleships — the   oldest   of   them  author- 
ised  in   1911 — eleven  destroyers,   with  a 
destroyer     tender,     twenty-two     subma- 
rines, with  a  tender,  and  two  fuel  ships, 
a  storeship  and  a  transport. 

All  these  ships  are  still  In  hand,  and 

now  Congress  Is  to  be  recommended  to 

adopt'   a     five-year     programme.        The 

building  wilt  be  distributed  as  follows:

This  total  worka  out  at  an  average 
of  approximately  £40,000,009  a  year,  an 
increase  of  nearly  36  per  cent  In  the 
aggregate  charge  for  the  fleet  during 
tbeao  yeara.  But  tbe  estimates  will  al- 
most certainly  be  exceeded:  next  year, 
it  is  stated,  £43,500,000  will  be  asked 
for.  This  programme,  moreover,  will 
leave  as  a  legacy  yet  heavier  perma- 
nent charges  for  ship  repairs  and  for 
personnel.  It  U.  for  Instance,  proposed 
to  make  "an  Increase  of  7,600  sailors, 
2,s00  apprentice  seamen,  and  1,500  ma- 
rines— 11,500  men  In  all."  It  is  also 
Intended  to  aend  260  more  midshipmen 
to  the  Naval  Academy  for  training;  the 
new  aviation  corps  will  Involve  heavy 
permanent  charges.  The  running  costs 
of  the  fleet  will  be  heavier.  The  pol- 
icy of  the  Navy  Department  is  "to 
keep  "In  Tail  commission  all  battleship: 
under  fifteen  years  of  age.  all  destroy 
ers  and  submarines  under  twelve  years 
of  age,  one-half  the  number  of  crulaers, 
all  the  gunboats,  and  the  necessary  aux- 
iliaries for  the  fleet,  as  well  as  to  pro- 
vide adequate  reserve  complements  for 
the  remaining  vessels  of  military  value, 
and  for  the  shore  sutiona." 

The  expenditure  on  the  American 
fleet  will  consequently  be  on  the  up- 
grade even  after  the  five  years'  pro- 
gramme has  been  carried  out.  and  the 
time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  the 
outlay  of  the  United  States  on  sea- 
power  will  be  as  high  as  ours  was  on 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  and  that  was 
exceptional.  Down  to  the  naval  crisis 
of  1909  we  had  never  gone  beyond 
about  £23,000,000;  now  the  Americans 
are  confronted  with  an  Immediate 
charge  of   £43,600,000. 

It  goes  without  saying,  that  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States  can  well  afford 
this  expenditure  If  they  care  to  Incur 
It;  In  a  sense,  they  will  be  Investing  a 
pbrtlon  of  the  profits  they  are  making 
out  of  the  war — and  they  are  very  big — 
In  more  naval  and  military  power,  for 
the  estimates  for  the  army  are  also  to 
be  largely  Increased. — London  Dally 
Telegraph.

Mystery  Surrounds  Extensive 
Construction  of  Zeppelins 
and  Other  Aircraft— Plan- 
ning More  Raids  on  England 


Writing  from  Rotterdam  to  The  Lon- 
don Telegraph.  Mr.  L.eonard  Spray  aaya: 

At  a  acore  or  more  plaoea  In  Germany 
the  conatructlon  of  Zeppelins  iti  being 
i-arrled  out.  Thin  Information  cornea  to 
nie  from  an  absolutely  reliable  source. 
In  a  position  to  obtain  definite  news  on 
the  matter,  my  Informant  added,  "I  can 
safely  say  that  In  no  department  of  con- 
Ktructlonal  work  In  Germany  at  the 
present  moment  Is  there  greater  activity 
tlian  In  this  one.  Not  only  haa  the 
plant  been  greatly  Increased,  but  every- 
where they  are  working  with  nothing 
less  than  feverish  haste." 

This  Is  no  mere  hearsay.  For  some 
reason,  dlffloult  as  It  may  be  to  probe, 
the  truth  Is  that  the  enemy  Is  Just 
now  devoting  more  attention  to  the 
fftrenKtbenlng  of  Its  airship  squadrons 
than  t*  anything  else.  This  policy  Is 
not  coB0ned  to  the  Zeppelin  type.  As 
fast  as  they  can  be  built,  there  are  be- 
ing tqrned  out  also  dirigibles  of  the 
alasses  bearing  the  names  of  their  In- 
ventors, Major  Parse  val  and  Professor 
Hchutte.  Simultaneously  with  the  con- 
structlon  of  the  airships  themselves, 
nheds  are  being  erecVsd.-  In  this  con- 
nection there  are  two  new  features.  In- 
stead of  concentrating  these  buildings 
In  such  well-known  centres  as  Wll- 
helmslraven,  Hamburg, ;  and  , so  on,  sites 
have  been  chosen  at  an  Gxtraofdlnarlly 
Inrge  number  of  places  In  widely  separ- 
ated localities  In  Germany.  7be  other 
change  la  In  the  material  used  In  these 
sheds.  Instead  of  constructing  them 
almost  entirely  of  wood,  aa,  for  In- 
stance, ,  those  destroyed  by  the  Incen-' 
diary  bombs  of  Allies'  aviators  In  Bel-, 
glum,  ao  far  as  possible  Iron  only  Is 
)»clng  used,  not  only  for  the  frame- 
work, but  also '  for  the  roofing."  Still 
ajiother  development  Is;. the  designing 
of  portable  sheds — a  matter  which  la 
tn   the   hands  of   Krupp's. 

Naturally,  the  question  arises.  What 
Is  tho  object  of  this  activity,  entailing 
as  It  does  a  vast  expenditure  of  energy, 
of  human  labor,  and. of  money,  for  all 
of  which.  It  might  be  thought.  Ger- 
many could  find  more  useful  employ- 
ment at  the  present  time.  What  mili- 
tary purpose  has  so  far  been  achieved 
by  the  use  of  airships  Is  known  only, 
if  It  exists  at  all.  In  the  minds  of  the 
German  general  suit.  All  the  evidence 
iMtInU  to  practically  absolutely  negli- 
gible  results   from   this  point   of  view. 


How  Is  this  expenditure  of  their  re- 
flotirces  looked  upon  by  the  general 
pabllc  In  Germany,  as  distinct  from 
their  mlliUry  heads?  This  la  how  It 
was  put  to  me  a  few  days  ago  by  a 
neutral  who  had  iost  spent  eonslderable 
time  In  the  country.  He  was  speaking 
about  th«  recent  raids  on  London,  and 
was  telling  me  with  what  satiaHaetlon. 
not  to  say  glee,  they  were  greeted  tn 
Germany.  I  asked  him  the  real  reason, 
with  the  words,  "Do  they  nppooe  that 
liOndon  Is  In  aaheo  and  the  Bngllrti  peo- 
pl«   panlc-strlckenr* 

"No."  he  replied.  "As  a  matter  of 
faot.  they  are  n^t  deluded  to  anything 
llko  that  extent,  even  by  the  accounts 
appearing  In  their  newspapers.  What 
tliey  say  Is  this.  The  English  don't 
really  know  what  war  means.  Our  Z«p- 
pellas  will  show  them  what  war  really 
is,  tmtt  then  they  will  be  much  raoY-e 
willing  to  think  about  peace.'  This,  too 
as  one  of  the  reaoons  for  the  coatlnu- 
anoa  of  tha  submarlae  war  on  merehant 
shipa  long  after  the  marine  staff  knew 
It  was  a  fhllure^  It  Is  a  fact  that  an 
Important  aaetlon  of  tho  Oovemmont 
urt«A  •OHM  time  nco  the  compleU 
•feaaeoWfiwnt  of  tW  pirnte  campnlgn. 
Aat  K  wmili  ha«»  hoea  don*  paMloly 
hmt  Km  th»  fear  of  it* 
iN«to».  Admiral  Ton 
Tlrplta  had  held  out  soch  great  prom- 
that  the  public  beller^l.  s.n  m  (he 
»r  Zoppetlaai.  that  ih«  idnkiag  of 
.^•rchuHMtn   «««li.    as    UM> 


■aid,  bring  the  war  home  to  England, 
and  be  one  means  of  Influencing  the 
Egllsh  Indirectly  to  think  about  the  de- 
sirability  of   peace." 

Vavnl  Bxport'a  Olata 
Reverting  to  the  strange  outburst  of 
activity  In  the  construction  of  Zeppe- 
lins, It  would  really  seem,  however, 
that  for  some  rekson,  unknown  to  the 
rest  of  the  world,  the  German  oaval 
and  military  authorities  do  appear  to 
attach  milltanr  value  to  them.  Even 
the  necessity  of  feeding  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  public  does  not  account  suf- 
flclently  for  the  present  exertions  in 
this  direction.  -What  are  the  claims  to 
this  alleged  military  value?  Little  to 
support  them  has  appeared  in  the 
press.  One  writer,  however,  does  pro- 
fess his  fai'.h  In  the  dirigible  arm. 
This  Is  Capt.  Perslus,  who  Is  supposed 
In  Germany  to  c^rry  'considerable 
weight  as  a  naval  expert. 

"From  a  military,  as  well  as  a  tech- 
nical standpoint,"  he  writes,  "the  pride 
In  our  successful  activity  In  tho  air 
weapon,  especially  regarding:  the  ships 
of  the  Zeppelin.  Parseval  and  Scbutto- 
Lanz  type  flying  over  French,  Eng- 
lish and  Russian  territory,  is  complete- 
ly Justified.  The  brilliant  achle«rem«nti9 
of  our  air  pilots,  as  well  as  In  a  smaller 
degree  that  of  their  material,  have 
shown  our  opponents  that  Germany 
atands  In  tha  first  place  In  the  com- 
mand of  the  air.  German  genius  re- 
mains unequalled  In  the  producing  of 
this    complicated    weapon. 

"Our  dirigibles  hav«  been  able  to 
prove  before  the  eyes  of  the  Rngllsh 
that  there  is  a  very  weal,  point  In  their 
armament,  and  that  the  command  of 
tho  sea  must  be  supported  by  the  do- 
minion'of  the  air.  Not  only  over  en- 
emy territory,  but  In  #ork  over  the 
sea,  have  our  '  airships  proved  useful. 
Their  possibilities-  for  reconnaissance 
purposes  were  recognised  before  the 
war,  but  we  were  less  certain  In  our 
Judgment  as  to  their  use  as  an  offensive 
weapon.  S6w  our  airships-  and  our 
flyers  have  shown  In  this  direction, 
even  In  the  trade  war,  that  they  are 
able  to  do  a  great  deal.  Two  exam- 
ples are  the  successful  attacks  of  our 
flyers  on  the  Russian  fleet  In  the  Gulf 
of  Riga,  <Uld,  some  time  »ko,  on  the 
English  monitors  before  the  Belgian 
coast.  It  can  also  bo  stated  that  alr> 
ships,  as  Well  aa  aeroplanes,  are  useful 
at  a  good  opportunity  for  destroying 
sttbmarlnes." 

And  after  nil  thin  Uo.ist;i:t  OopL  Pcr- 
alua.  la  summing  up,  okn  aay  ao  OKtro 
than  thl«<:  "Alrtihiis  arc  itnYcl  lo  \':i- 
dermine  the  feeling  of  security  In  any 
country,  to  destroy  harbor  works,  and 
so  on,  and  to  threaten  mercantile  ship- 
ping." 

None  of  which,  putting  It  at  Its  high- 
est.  Is    sufficient    to   explain    or   justify 
the    present    constructional    activity    In 
Germany.

Won't  Shriak 


(By  a  Special  Correspondent  of  The 
London  Times) 
The  battlefield  in  Champagne  Is 
strangely  unilke  others  that  I  have 
seen  In  the  border  provinces  between 
Verdun  and  the  Swiss  frontier.  There, 
war,  the  Intruder,  has  laid  iU  desecrat- 
ing and  defiling  liands  on  the  very 
boort  of   the   people's  life. 

The  armies  have  fought  and  manoeu- 
vred over  and  anmnir  ordinary  brown 
and  green  fields  and  hills  and  woods, 
where  men  of  poace  have  plowed  and 
harvested  and  sown  and  reaped,  where 
they  have  made  roads  and  built  houses 
and  churches,  and  where  now.  through 
all  the  thnnder  and  destruction  of  the 
battle,  they  have  gone  on  living  their 
ordinary   Uvos. 

In  Chnmpogne,  along  the,  whole  of 
the  20-mllel  front  where  the  French  sec- 
ond and  fourth  armies  made  that  glori- 
ous advance  on  September  2»,  and  the 
succeeding  days,  the  general  efteot  is 
far  more  melancholy  and  desolate. 
During  a  three  days'  visit  which  I  have 
Just  paid  to  the  battle  line  in  company 
with  a  few  other  English  correspond- 
ents tho  thought  of  the  contrast  never 
left  me. 

In  the  terrain  behind  tlie  battlefield 
there  is  plenty  of  animation,  and, 
when  the  pale  November  aun  is  shining, 
even  something  of  the  sparkle  that  the 
name  of  the  country  suggests.  Aloqg 
the  roads  that  feed  the  all-devouring 
front  with  men  and  horses  and  muni- 
tions there  are  rows  and  rows,  above 
ground  and  below  it,  of  lmprovls4.'d 
cantonments  and  stores  and  hospitals 
and  stables  and  sheds  for  aircraft,  and 
everywhere  soldiers  mounted  and  un- 
mounted— looking  extraordinarily  me- 
dteral  tn  the  new  iielmets  and— tong- 
convoys  of  srovislons  and  ammunition 
and  ambulance  trains  and  all  the  order- 
ly confusion  that  lies  betUnd  an  armr 
in   the   field. 

ItomUl  tho  Only  Slffm  of  Zdf o 
But  on  the  field  itself  all  the  anima- 
tion disappears,  and  over  the  whole  of 
the  long  dreary  slope  to  the  l<evel  hori- 
son,  two  or  three  miles  away,  hardly  a 
sign  of  life  Is  left  but  sound — the  drone 
of  airplanes,  the  boom  and  bark  of  the 
guns,    firing    apparently    from    nowhere 
and     at     nothing,     and     the     occasional 
shriek    and    explosion    of    the    bursting 
shells.      When    you    reach    the   Irregular 
front  from  which  those  scores  of  Prenoh 
regiments  made  their  simultaneous  sally 
Just'  as    London    was    sitting    down    to 
breakfast  you  are  conscious  of  only  one 
thing.     Behind  and   in   front   plain  nnd 
slope   ai*e   scarred    In   all    directions    by 
long  white  heaps  of  ugly,  plled-up  clods 
of  chalk,  crest  upon  crest  of  them,  run- 
ning  rlsht   and    left   and    linked    up    \iy 
others  that  cross  them  north  and  south 
without   a   break   except   for   occasional 
groups    of    ragged     stumps     that     once 
were  flourishing  plantations.     The  plain 
of    Champagne     has    become    the    naked 
skeleton    of    the    war,    which    even    the 
green  cloak  of  Nature  cannot  cover,  and 
Its  whiteness  is  hideous  and  depressing. 
To   examine    the   whole    of    the    front 
covered    by    the    advance    would    be    an 
affair  of  weeks,  but  the  three  frsctlons 
of  the  left,  centre  and  right  which  we 
visited,  near  Auberlve.  Sounin  and  Mas- 
siges,  Were  quite  enough  to  give  one  a 
real  idea  of  the  huge  diffloultles  which 
the  French   had   to   face,  the  thorough- 
ness  with  which  they  prepared   for   the 
attack,    and    thb    extraordinary    courage 
and  dash  with  which  they  set  about  It. 
On  the  extreme  left  and  right,  at  Au- 
berlve-sur-Sulppes  and  Vllle-sur-Tourbe, 
their  advance  was  exposed  in  each  case 
to   a   converging   fire    upon    their   outer 
flank  as  well  as  from  their  front,  and 
partly  for  this  reason  very  little  prog- 
ress was  made  at  these  two  jwlnts.    On 
the    20-mlle    front    between    them,    al- 
though  the   rate  and   extent  of  the  ad- 
vance   were    not    everywhere    uniformly 
great,   some   ground    was  gained   cvery- 
wt^ere  wl^h  the  net  result,  as  every  one 
knows,    that    the    present    German   posi- 
tion Is  about  2  1-8  miles  further  to  the 
north  than  It  was  before  the  attack. 
Tho  Work  of  VropanMoa 
The  preparation  which  led  up  to  this 
wonderful  advance — wholly  unparalleled 
^  since  the  war  of  trenches  l>egan — lasted 
'  a  considerable  time.     During  that  time 
the  troops  which  were  to  take  part  In 
It  were  carefully  trained  In  the  rear  for 
the    work    before    them    with    a    special 
view   to  -the  cultivation  of  Individuality 
In  action,  and  while  the  huge  stores  of 
ammunition  necessary  for  the  prelimin- 
ary  bombardment   were   being   prepared 
the  French  front  line  of  trenches  wher- 
ever  It    was   too   far   from  the   enemy's 
position    was    steadily    pushed    forward 
bjr     means    of    winding    communication 
trenches    dug    under    fire    and    generall.v 
by    night,    so    (hat    when    the    time    for 
the   assault   came   the   average   distance 
that  had  to  be  covered  during  the  first 
rush  across  the  open  had  boon  reduced 
to  about  200  yarda 
Even  then  the  task  tn  the  face  of  mod- 
ern rifle  and   machine  gun   fire   was   so 
tremendous   that    the   Germans    believed 
It  to  be  impossible.     The  wire  entangle- 
ments protecting  their  flrit  line  trench- 
es  (in  many  cases  five  roWa  deep)   had 
been  battered  and  torn  from  their  oork> 
screw    Iron    stanchions    by    the    furlo-is 
preliminary   bombardment   which   for   72 
hours  plowed  up  the  ground  m  front  ot 
their   position,    burled    whole   eompanics 
of    men    In    the    ruins   of    the   trenchoj 
prevented    food    and    water    tr6m    l>e'.ng 
brought  up.  to  th«!m   from  the  rear,  and 
In  many  caocs  alnwts*.   reduced  them   to 
a  htate  of  Insanity. 

one  striking  sign  of  their  confidence 
was  the  number  and  else  of  the  under- 
ground refuges,  more  than  20  feet  deep, 
which  they  had  laboriously  carved  out 
of  the  solid  ohalk  all  along  the  line. 
In  one  small  sector  there  are  ISO  of 
them,  strongly  buttressed  with  stout 
timber  props  and  fitted  with  double 
rows  of  tM-rths  for  a  large  number  of 
men.

1  found  It  almost  Im- 
pooolble  to  bellevo  that  In  tltat  long 
oorlous  series  of  separate  aaoaalia  the 
I'*rench  armies  could  have  breasted  that 
daadly  Intervening  space  as  one  man,, 
and  then  charged  over  line  after  line  o( 
further  trenches,  some  of  them  rounding 
op  detached  bodies  of  the  /  enemy  and 
hammering  away  at  them  till  they  sur- 
roodered  with  their  gu^s  and  storea, 
while  the  rest  In  many  caaes  swept  the 
akaln  body  before  them,  on  and  on  to 
the  horicon.  It  seemed  on  the  spot  In- 
credible that  flesh  and  blood  could  have 
done  It.

Officers  and  men,. almost  everyone  u( 
them,  are  as  fit'  as  fiddles.  They  liave 
the  clean,  hard^look  of .  neii-traiii«d  In- 
ternational Rugby  forwards.

As  you  go  along  them 
every  now  and  then  you  have  to  duck 
your  h^ad  so  as  not  to  draw  the  lire  of 
the  enemy  as  you  climb  over  a  heap 
of  debris  where  a  shell  has  recently 
fallen  In  the  trench  or  close  .beside  It. 
Every  day  the  hill  la  bombarded,  and, 
though  It  was  tres  calme  on  the  day 
of  our  visit,  five  or  six  wounded  men 
were  carried  down  while  we  were  there. 

When  people  In  England  read  In  the 
communiques  that  the  Butte  de  Tahure 
or  any  other  hill  or  position  which  the 
French  had  won  has  been  lost  again, 
there  Is  no  need  for  them  to  shake  their 
heads  and  think  that  trifling  reverses  of 
this  kind  are  serious.
